and State Rep. Otto Beatty 
wants it. 

But not for himself -- Beatty

“tion programs for elderly and 


poor people. 

The state's windfall came 
from a 1983: decision by the 
federal district courtin 
Washington that the Exxon 
corporation: had violated gas 
pricing guidelines between 
1975 and 1981, and required 
the firm to pay back to the 
states in which Exxon operates 
$1.6 billion. Because of interest 
accrual since the case was 
initially decided, the amount is 
now approximatley $2 billion. 

Beatty's proposal would add 
the dollars to the state's weath- 
erization program, funded by 
the Federal government 
through the Department of 
Development. Development 
contracts with local agencies; 
primarily community action 
agencies, to weatherize the 
homes of elderly and low- 
income citizens. 

Beatty cites the proposed 
cutbacks in social service 
spending mandated by the 
Gramm-Rudman deficit reduc- 
tion proposal in Congress as a 
reason for expanding the 
state’s program. :

One of the most positive 
changes Watson-Jones has 
observed has been the attitude 
toward career choices for 
Black students. 

“Even though Eastmoor was 
noted for academic excellence 
when | was a student, Blacks 
were just not encouraged to go 
to college. | was always 
encouraged to think about 
secretarial work. Now there are 
more opportunities for Black 
students. My daughters 
received a lot of encourage- 
ment and were really chal- 
lenged to excel,’ Watson- 
Jones said. 

Nana Watson-Jones is the 
first to admit that she’s had her 
differences with the Columbus 
Public Schools over the years, 
but found that she was able to 
resolve any problem by going 
to the school and dealing with 
it directly.

It is hard to understand why an 
affluent nation, supposedly con- 
cerned about the widespread pov~ 
erty in its midst, continues to tax 
poor people, often at higher rates 
than wealthier ones. 

The tax reform legislation now 
before the Congress would help 
end that disastrous social and 
economic policy. The.bill passed 
by the House would wipe out fed- 
eral income tax obligations for 6.5 
million poor households, and 
would raise the family income 
threshold above the poverty line 
before taxes had to be paid. 

In effect, the Congress has an 
opportunity to do-for low income 
families what it did back $ 1981 for 
wealthy families -- reduce their 
taxes. The 1981 tax.measures did 
nothing for the poor. With each 
passing year, low income families 
pay increasing portions of their 
meager earnings to the tax man. 

Back in 1979, a family of four 
with earnings at the poverty line 
paid less than two percent of its 
income in taxes. This year that 
same family will pay 10.4 percent 
of its income: to the federal 
government. 

Put another way, a family at the 
poverty line will pay $1,271 in 
combined income and social 
security payroll taxes. If the final 
version of the tax reform bill 
matches the House version, that 
family would continue to pay 
Social Security taxes amounting 
to $339 -- but it would not pay 
income tax 

That means the poverty thre- 
shold family would have an extra 
$872 which would be spent for 
essentials, since such families are 
chronically underfed and 
underhoused. An infusion of that 
much fresh purchasing power in 
low income communities could 
help revitalize their economies, 
creating new jobs and new small 
business. 

Simply by ending taxation of 
low-income families, fhere would 
be a big drop in the poverty statis- 
tics. It is outrageous to think that 
many families today are poor only 
because their government taxes 
them so heavily. 

Because Black and minority 
families are djsproportionately 
poor, a tax cut would have a major 
impact on Black families, already 
imperiled because of economic 
hardships. 

A third of all Black families are 
poor. Almost a fourth of Black fam- 
ilies earn between the poverty line 
and a level fifty percent above it -- 
still low income. So the helf of all 
Biack families that are poor or 
near-poor would have their 
income taxes ended or cut heavily. 

The President has said he wants 
to cut taxes for the poor. Con- 
gressmen have said any tax bill 
should include such a feature. And 
the House bill incorporates that. 
‘Right, now, tax relief for the poor is 
part of a general tax reform pack- 
age. But the ultimate fate of any 
tax reform bill is in doubt. 

The Senate bill will be quite dif- 
ferent from the one passed by the 
House. It is likely to include tax 
cuts for low income families, but 
no one knows whether the final 
Senate bill will include lower tax 
cuts or hedge them in ways that 
weaken their impact. 

The problem lies in bundling 
long overdue tax relief for the poor 
with a controversial general tax 
reform that could wind up being 
scrapped in the Senate, distorted 
in Conference, or vetoed in the 
White House. 

If a tax reform bill ig not passed 
this year, then the Congress 
should pass separate legislation 
removing federal income taxes on 
low income families.

Preventing 
teen pregnancy 


By MARIAN WRIGHT EDELMAN 

Resident of the Black commuh- 
ity know that we have a problem 
with teen pregnancy. Over the past 
three years, almost every major 
organization has made teenage 
pregnancy prevention and streng- 
thening Black families a priority. 

One of the biggest barriers now 
for us is to overcome the attitude 
of those who believe the teen 
pregnancy problem is too big or 
too hard to solve. It is not if we all 
do our part, beginning with five 
initial steps that each one of us can 
take now: 

First,_we—must- recognize. that 
teen pregnancy can bappen in 
own families, neighborhoods, 
congregations or schools. As 
adults, we often find it difficult to 
face up to the factthat our children 
are considering or engaging in 
sexual activity. We must acknowl- 
edge this reality and learn to 
communicate with them before 
they get into difficulty. 

Second, we must inform our- 
selves about teen pregnancy. This 
means learning the facts about 
teens, their attitudes and their 
problems. Much of this informa- 
tion is easily accessible from the 
Children’s Defense Fund, organi- 
zations like the Girls’ Clubs, the 
PTA or Black organizations like 
the National Urban League. It also 
means unlearning myths many of 
us have heard on the subject. One 
example is the unfounded notion 
that increasing availability of sex 
education and family planning 
services encourages teens to be 
sexually active. This is not true. In 
several European countries where 
this information is far more readily 
available than it is in the U.S., teen 
pregnancy rates are much lower. 

Step three is to encourage your 
family, friends, schools, religious 
congregations or other groups to 
talk about this issue. If you are a 
parent, do not wait for your child to 
ask you about sex. Create an 
atomosphere in your home that 
encourages openess about sexu 
uality. Begin family life discus- 
sions in your congregation, and 
ask your minister to place bulletin 
inserts on teen pregnancy and 
| related problems to raise that con- 
gregation’s awareness. Find out 
what organizations in your com- 
munity are trying to prevent teen 
pregnancy and build youth skills, 
and volunteer your time. 

Step four is to speak out to and 
for our teens in any way you can. If 
you can love, you can help. If you 
have timé, you can listen. If you 
can teach, you can tutor a child. If 
you can read well, you can help.a 
child-read better. If you can organ- 
ize, you can form a parent's group, 
help develop a recreation program 
for teens in your congregation ora 
teen pregnancy prevention dis- 
cussion group in your club. 

The fifth step we must all 
remember is to avoid common pit- 
falls. Do not moralize or judge--it 
will lead to backlash, not coopera- 
tion or change. Do not try to see 
too far ahead or seek to solve the 
whole problem at once. 

Finally, do not wait for every- 
body to agree or to be ready to act. 
They never will. While it is impor- 
tant to reach out to others for help, 
their foot dragging or inaction 
should not keep you from doing 
what you can now. It is always a 
few people who get things started. 
Be one of them.

Muslim attacks Black leaders; 


questions community concern

Black leaders in Columbus 
are not concerned with the 
plight of Black people in their 
community, a Black Muslim 
leader charged recently. 
Minister James Muhammad, 
speaking at a public meeting 
April 13, added that he wants to 
see “Black leaders take the 
responsibility for handling the 
destiny of Black people.” 
Although “leaders are sup- 
posed to lead by providing for 
and caring for the needs. of 
Black people,”” Muhammad 
argued, “Our Black leaders are 
not taking leadership positions. 
“Black leaders want a posi- 
tion in the House of Pharoah.” 
Muhammad questioned the 
value of Blacks voting. 
“Do Biacks count the votes? 
ifyouarelivi y3undera wicked 
‘man, how do you know if the 
votes are counted right?” 
Muhammad asked. 
Muhammad'sconcerns 
parallel those expressed by 
another Muslim leader -- Guy 
Muhammad, author of “Far- 
rakhan: the Untold Story.” 
Muhammad criticized three 


Black mayors that allegedly, in 
his words, “bowed to Jewish 
pressure.” He condemned the 
actions of Philadelphia Mayor 
W. Wilson Goode, who autho- 
rized the bombing of a home 
that resulted in the death of 11 
Blacks and the destruction of a 
predominately-Black neigh- 
borhood. 

He was also critical of Los 
Angeles Mayor Tom Bradley 
and Washington, D.C. Mayor 
Marion Barry for‘condemning 
Farrakhah after being pres- 
sured by Jewish leaders. 

In his message, Minister 
Muhammad asserted, “Blacks 
are the oldest and largest eth- 
nic group in the United States, 
and are the only ethnic group 
that is not self-sufficient. If 
other ethnics can provide their 
own hospitals, educational 
institutions, and manufactur- 
ing facilities, why can’t we?” 

Muhammad challenged 
Black leaders to concentrate 
on develoing the type of eco- 
nomic programs advocated by 
Farrakhan, including his 
POWER (People Organized 
and Working for Economic 
Rebirth) Program. 


“The 30 million Blacks in this 
country have an economic 
worth of $204 billion, which is 
more than the gross national 
product of Great Britain,” 
Muhammad said. “Of this eco- 
nomic clout, Blacks spent $9 
billion on alcohol and $15 bil- 
lion on illegal drugs last year.” 

A more productive use of 
these dollars, Minister 
Muhammad contended, “could 
have been to purchase atelevi- 
sion network, just as Ted 
Turner fell just short of pur- 
chasing CBS with $7 billion.” 

Minister Muhammad advo- 
cated that the Columbus Black 
leadership establish a fund into 
which every Black in the com- 
munity would contribute $1.per 
week. Such a fund, Muham- 
mad contends, would give 
Blacks the resources to com- 
pletely renovate Main Street 
and Mt. Vernon Ave. “on our 
own.” 

“If you are goirfg to be the 
head over something, you 
must do the same things the 
head does to make the -body 
tunction,” Muhammad urged. 
“The head is there to move, 
teach and organize you.”
